Taken from Prison with Very Lillie 


Difficulty. Body, 
Riddled with 


Bullets, is Found Some Hours 


Later. 


(By Telegraph) 
Atlanta, Georgia, Aug. 17— I/eo M. 
Frank, Georgia's noted life term con­ 
vict, was taken from the State 
P ris­ 
on at Milledgeville late last night by 
twenty five armed men, 
who 
treated 
him brutally and then hanged him to 
a tree, where his mangled body 
was 
found this morning. Ile had evidently 
been dead for several hours. 
Frank’s body was found at a seclud­ 
ed place about 75 feet from the Rose- 
well Road, two miles east of Mariet­ 
ta. The dead man’s wrists were loaded 
with handcuffs and bound in front 
of 
the body. 
A rope had torn open 
the 
partly healed wound inflicted 
several 
weeks ago with murderous intent 
by 
William Green, a fellow prisoner. 
With F rank dangling in 
a 
prison 
dress, mangled, barefooted, and sm ear­ 
ed with his own blood, in the outskirts 
of (he neighboring town of 
Marietta, 
and his widow at Milledgeville close 
to death from grief and horror at his 
dreadful end, Atlanta experienced 
a 
revulsion of feeling to-day. The same 
people who were bitterest in their de­ 
nunciation of Ex-Governor Slaton for 
saving Frank from 
legal 
execution 
several w-eeks ago were in many cases 
Trying to-day for vengeance 
on last 
night’s lynchers and more particular­ 
ly on the prison farm 
officials 
who 
permitted, without a blow, and almost 
without a word in his 
behalf, 
their 
helpless and wounded w-ard to be d ra g ­ 
ged from prison lo his death. 
The lynchers’ inhuman butchery in 
their treatment 
of 
their 
victim—a 
man ju st recovering 
from 
a wound 
that all but cost his life—the 
prison 
officials* own description of his dumb 
agony when the se lf-constituted 
exe­ 
cutioners dragged him by 
the 
feet 
down the stone steps from liis hospital 
room to the death car, 
awaiting 
on 
the outside, the ripping open of 
the 
terrible gash in 
his 
throat 
by 
the 
noose which strangled him. and finally 
the pitiful collapse of his wife when 
told of her husband's fate, 
caust-d i» 
fueling of indignation which was 
a s ­ 
tonishing in a community so recently 
demanding the life of the man hanged 
to d ay. 
That there w-ill he a clean sweep of 
the Milledgeville prison officials 
is * 
foregone conclusion. 
Not a few- su g ­ 
gestions were made that there 
musi 
have been connivance 
among 
them 
with the lynching conspirators or th* 
raiders could not 
have 
done 
their 
work so easily. 
The Frank case is one of the 
mns* 
famous in the murder annals 
of 
the 
country. He was saved from legal ex­ 
ecution 
for 
the 
murder 
of 
Mary 
Phagsn only after 
many 
governor* 
and prominent men from every 
par* 
of the country 
had 
petitioned 
Ok 
Georgia governor
